One of the Members for the 
took Notice, that it had been faid,

another ? To which one of them an- 
ſwered, That he believed the Frauds

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Year with another, might amount 
to 7 or forty thouſand Pounds 
I. 

Then it was demanded, Whether 
it was not their Opinion, that if the 
Officers of the Cuſtoms performed 
their Duty, it would not effectually 
prevent or moſt of the Frauds 
that could be committed in the To- 
bacco-Trade ? To which it was an- 
ſwered, They were of Opinion it 
would. Then it was demanded, Whe- 
ther it was their Opinion, if the 
Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms had 
the ſame Power over their Officers 
as the Commiſſioners of the Exciſe 
had over theirs, it would not con- 
tribute in a great meaſure to make 
hem more exact and faithful in the 
Diſcharge of their Duty, than they 
now were? They anſwered, They be- 
lieved it would. And then the - 
miſſioners withdrawing, the Gentle- 
man proceeded, and ſaid, He now left 
it to every Member of the Houſe to 
conſider, what real Pretence could be 
formed for introducing ſuch a dan- 
gerous Scheme: It had been faid 
irdeed, that our Conſtitution, or 
Liberties, had no Concern in the 
preſent Queſtion ; but he was of 
Opinion, that the Conſtitution of 
our Government, and the Liberty of 
the Subject, was never more nearly 
concerned, than in the Queſtion be- 
fore them.
